Everybody’s Doing It 


We have just completed a week of clean-up 
activities in Upland, and one notices the great 
improvement in several former untidy lots. 
vacant ones most of them, weeds, paper ani 
rubbish being removed during the past seven 
days. Our city has a more prosperous look 
with these lots cleaned up, and the owners 
will certainly reap the benefits, in getting a 
quick buyer, if the lots are for sale, and in 
the fecling of owning something attractive if 
he wishes to keep the property. 

But cleaning up and keeping clean are two 
different things. and ‘the folowing editorial 
from the Honlulu Star-Bulletin is worth re- 
producing in relation to this matter: 

‘* Attention is lavished on Honelulu to make 
this a beautiful and clean city. And every 
time we irive around this island, we wonder 
how some of the places along the ‘.belt road”’ 
are so neglected. For the island is a part of 
the city and county. small enough so that it 
can ana should be included in civie beautifi- 
eation plans. 

‘‘This thought came forcefully to mind on 
passing Waialua Beach Sunday. Tf ever a 
physical cleanup was nerded, it is needed on 
a section of the beach there and along the 
county road close by. 

‘The foreshore ~is littered with trash, and 
the beach made ugly by wreckage. A few 
hours with axe and hammer, plus a bonfire 
afterward, would clean off this wreckage and 
trash and make a the beach a much more 
inviting place to look upon as well as to visit. 

‘Beside the county road garbage dumps 
are conspicuous. One of them must have been 
din. fon 0 yaar _at least. daily accumulating 
the sort of junk that garbage piles every- 
where accumulate. Rusty cans. broken bot- 
tles. old rags. tattered newspapers and simi- 
lar truck have been tossed there with entire 
disregard for appearance as well as for the 
fact that this presumably is a publie right- 
of-way. 

‘*We spend hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars on round-the-island roads and then allow 
such garbage dumps as these to multiply and 
accumulate beside the roadways! 

‘<We create pleasure parks and playgrounds, 
using tens of thousands of dollars to get and 
maintain them. and then allow a natural, 
beautiful and normally clean playground such 
as the beach to be disfigured by broken hulks 
and wide-strewn debris! 

‘““This isn’t logieal and it isn’t publie econ- 
omy. Upon the thousands of our visitors who 
travel around the island it must make an ex- 
tremely disagreeable impression. It’s the 
sort of thing you might expect in a backwoods 
country town sunk in the shiftlessness of in- 
difference. 

‘And it’s the sort of thing which can be 
quickly, cheaply and easily remedied. No 
acts of Congress or of the Legislature are 
required—merely action by the city officials.

existed in America. At least no present day 
trace has been found. Some 10,000 or 12,000 
years ago the Neolithic phase of human life 
appeared in Europe, and science traces an 
unbroken chain of such life to the peoples of 
.teday. There is no such unbroken chain with 
the so-called sub-races, which developed, ac- 
cording to Darwin and other scientists, from 
the ape. 

Aceording to the bulk of scientific opinion 

man was fully man when he reached America. 
He came. so it is theorized, by land over what 
is now the Bering Strait. This may have been 
about the time the Neolithie man appeared in 
Europe. Some 12,000 years ago the climate 
moderated, permitting the northward advance 
of Neolithie man who appeared in Europe 
from lands not yet ascertained, perhaps from 
a region now covered by the Mediterranean. 
or perhaps from out of the east. Perhaps as 
the Neolithic man advanced northward or 
“westward into Europe, he also turned north 
and east into Ameriea. The first civilization 
of America was superior to that found in the 
sixteenth century when Europeans explored 
the new continent. 

Such a tremendous amount of interest, be- 
cause of the debate over evolution, has de- 
yeloped that more progress will be made in 
the ses-ch for prehistoric relies during the 
next few years than during the last half a 
eentury. If a race of sub-men occupied por- 
tions of the earth 100,000 or 250,000 years 
ago, the next few years will prove it. Only a 
very few bones have been found under eir- 
cumstances that their antiquity ean be placed 
as of the glacial periods. Tf such a sub-race 
existed their bones will be diseovered as the 
search becomes more keen. 

In the meantime, however, Nevada’s ‘‘Lost 
City’’ will contribute nothing to the theory 
of evolution for it is not old enough. The 
man of ancient Nevada is the same kind of 
man the earth knows today. 
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Prof. Haynes says the newspapers are pub- 
lishing too much crime news. Worse than 
that, however, is the curcumstance that the 
people are committing too many crimes.— 
Houston Post-Dispatch. 


Business ‘Conditions Sound 


(Pomona Bulletin) 

An encouraging report on basic business 
conditions has been made by members of the 
American Bankers’ Association. 

Without attempting to overlook retarded 
activity in some lines, the bankers point out 
that no reason or prospect exists for any 
serious impairment of industry.

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Autoist and Camper Can Reduce 
Fire Hazards 


(San Franeiseo Chronicle) 

California’s present dampness will soon be 
over and then, probably, the dry season will 
be upon us for good until next winter. That 
should be, throughout the state, the closed 
season for tossing away lighted matches and 
burning cigar and cigarette butts. 

Our prolonged dry season makes the whole 
state a particular mark for fire. The forests 
represent only a small part of the danger. 
Every grain field, every bit of hillside pasture 
land, is in imminent peril throughout the 
summer. The least carelessness anywhere in 
the country may start a conflagration to 
sweep away pasturage, hay and grain crops, 
houses and barns, to say nothing of standing 
timber and valuable watershed cover. 

The city-bred person has little conception 
of the extreme ease with which a disastrous 
fire may be started almost anywhere in the 
country in summer-time California. The far- 
mer knows and is meticulously careful. No 
precaution is too great for the camper and 
motorist to take. f 


\ Be sure the match is out. Be sure there 


is no fire left in the cigarette or cigar or 
pipe tobaceo. Even after you are sure they 
are dead throw them only on bare ground 
and then stamp on them. Build no unneces- 
sary eampfires and always clear the ground 
first.

A record eastbound move- 
ment of California perishable 
products is expected this year, 
it was stated yesterday by J. 
R. Downs, district freight and 
passenger agent, Riverside, for 
the Southern Pacifie Company, 
in commenting on conferences 
being held by ocicers of the 
Southern Pacifie and Pacific 


j Fruit Express company. with 


igrowers and shippers in vari- 
vus parts of the state to ar- 
range for adequate refrigera- 
‘or ear equipment and train 
service. 

It is estimated that between 
15,000 and 1 ,000 cars of de- 
ciduous fruits and between 70,- 
000 and 75,000 cars of grapes 
will be shipped to the east 
from California during 1925. 
In addition to these it is esti- 
mated that the movement of 
cantaloupes, which commenced 
early last month, will amount 
to 16,000 ears from Imperial 
Valley alone. The carriage of 
|evrus fruits, lettuce and other 
fresh vegetables to eastern 
markets will further add to the 
demand upon _ transportation 
companies. 

Two conferences have al- 
ready been held, at El Centro 
and Sacramento and the next 
will be held at Fresno June 10: 
Other meetings will be held 
later in other growing dis- 
tricts. 

While shipments of fruit and 
vegetables since 1918 have in- 
ereased about 80 per cent for 
the United States as a whole, 
shipments from the Pacific 
Coast alone increased 129 per 
cent between 1918 and 1923.

Spell by Codes in 
Telephoning Names 


Charles L. Tuttle, manager of 
the Ontario and Upland Telephone 
Sompany, says in these days when 
a large number of news items are 
‘ransmitted to the newspapers 
over the wire by reporters and 
others, it is not surprising that 
mistakes in the spelling of names 
or in initials sometimes occur. 
There is nothing that distresses 
people quite so much as to see 
their names appear with the wrong 
initials or with the name itself 
slightly misspelled. , 

Newspaper editors realize this, 
‘ut they also know that by using 
a simple letter code over the 
telephone in giving names and ad- 
dresses such errors can be avoid- 
ed. 

There are five letters in the 
alphabet that sound nearly alike, 
but few people realize this. These 
letters are t, p, d, e and b. Not 
only that, but m and n are tele 
phone Siamese twins, and ¢ and 
g are at least first cousins. These 


are the letters that are usually 


responsible for the mistakes that 
appear. 

The difficulty is not confined 
merely to newspaper offices, but 
is commonly met with by those 
taking messages by telephone. 
Newspapermen have found that 
the best way to offset this is to 
adopt a code system of indicating 
a name when giving the initial as, 


for example, b as in Benjamin, pj

beach person in the United 


States and Canada consumed 
58 oranges, 16 lemons and five 
grapefruit last year. Thirty- 
six of the oranges: were grown 
in California and the remain- 
ing 22, or nearly all, were pro- 
dueed in Florida. Practically 
all the grapefruit came from 
‘Florida, and 15 of the lemons 
came from California. 

These figures, according to 
R. W. Rees, horticulturist, in 
an analysis of reports for 1924, 
issued recently, indicate the 
rapid development of this in- 
dustry. Shipments of citrus 
‘fruit have>~ now passed the 
100,000-ear mark. Production 
has more than doubled in Cali- 
fornia in twenty years, and in 
Floridw has increased 135 per 
cent in five years. This fapid 
increase in volume, Mr. Rees 
said, also the distance of the 
producing sections from large 
centers of consumption, has 
given a real problem of distri- 
bution for shippers, refrigera- 
tor car companies and _ the 
railroads. Reports for 1924 
show that the citrus industry 
tin California alone paid in 
freight and __ refrigeration 
charges more than $35,500,000. 

Explaining the development 
of markets which would take 
care of the increasing produc- 
tion, Mr. Rees said that it was 
necessary to establish a system 
of distribution delivering a 
constant supply to every city 
and village of the continent, 
and that to create a demand in 
these markets it was necessary 
to develop a standard pack of 
uniform quality and to back 
it by an extensive and effici- 
ent advertising campaign. In 
this connection, he said that 
wide distribution, backed by 
standardization and national 
advertising, were the greatest 
contributions of the California 
Fruit Growers’ Association, 
which in 1924 handled 72.9 per 
cent of that staté’s citrus fruit 
shipments. 

‘‘From a consumer’s stand- 
point,’’ Mr. Rees said, ‘‘the de- 
velopment of standardized 
brands and a regular supply 
have given stability to the in- 
dustry and confidence on the 
part of jobbersyand dealers. 
From the standpoint of trans- 
portation companies this stan- 
dardization and the improved 
methods of handling _ fruit 
heave been of equally great-im- 
portance. The number of 
claims has been materially cut 
down by the elimination’ of 
haphazard methods. * Much of 
this credit belongs to the edu- 
cational work of the railroads 
in regard to proper methods 
of loading and to more care- 
ful handling on the part of the 
‘arriers themselves. 

‘““The Florida competition is 
having an influence on the 
trend of orange production in 
California. It has tended to 
discourage material increase in 
the production of Washington 
navel orangr.. which are ship- 
ped during the winter and 
spring months, and. compete 
directly with oranges and 
grapefruit from Florida. The 
rapid inerease in production 
throughout Florida~ territory, 
coupled with the California 
crop of Washington navels, 
now puts into the market 
about -70 per cent of the total 
shipments during the winter 
and early spring, with only 
about 30 per cent of fruit to 
go on the summer market. 

‘‘There seems to be a tren‘ 
to inerease plantings of Valen- 
cias in California, which ripen 
during the summer and fall, 
ond meet with least competi- 
tion from other districts.”’

the. Inyo Independent, one of 
the pioneer weekly newspapers 
of California, will suspend 
publication, if Editor Harry 
Glasscock, owner, carries out 
his present plans, July 9, 1925. 

Glasscock has announced 
that the financial burden of 
publishing the old paper has 
become too great, due to loss 
of income by the Independent 
since the City of Los Angeles 
has bought and dried up the 
farms in Owens Valley imme- 
diately surrounding Indepen- 
dence. Although the Inman 
law, providing for the method 
of compensating such damages 
by the City of Los Angeles, is 
to be invoked by the property 
owners of Owens Valley, it has 
come too late to help Glass- 
cock keep the old Independent 
alive. 

He announces that he _ will 
pension the old press, the first 
press brought into California, 
an old Washington hand press, 
now surrounded by a polished 
brass rail in the Independent 
office. This press was shipped 
from New York in 1848, was 
diverted to Baton Rouge, 
where it was used by the Dime 
Catcher, a paper that support- 
ed Zachary Taylor for Presi- 
dent; reshipped to Panama, 
where it was lost by the over- 
turning of a barge in the Cha- 
gres River; salvaged from the 
mud, it was set up and the 
Panama Herald used it for a 
year. 

The press arrived at San 
Francisco in 1850 on a sailing 
ship and was used by the 
Placer Times and Transcript 
until 1851, when it was sent 
to San Diego for the new San 
Diego Herald, the paper for 
which ‘‘John_Phoenix,’’ who 
founded American humorous 
writing, wrote his now famous 
‘“Phoenixiana.’’ The Mormon 
settlement at San Bernardinc 
bought it and used it untit 
Brigham Young recalled all 
‘saints’? back to ‘‘Zion,” 
when it was packed in a wag- 
on and dragged across the des- 
erts and mountains to Aurora, 
Nevada, a boom mining camp 
where a young reporter named 
Sam Clemens, who was to be- 
come famous as  ‘‘Mark 
Twain,’’ began his literary ca- 
reer. A staunch Union paper 
the Aurora Times, its editors 
and its press, were guarded ly 


Jnyatshotgun deputies during 


Civil War days. 

When Avrora fel! the cold 
press was again Inaded on a 
wagon aud was hauled to In 
dependence, where on July 9, 
1870, it turned off the first is 
sue of the Inyo Independent, a 
duty it has performed without 
intermission weekly since that 
date.

CONSERVE WATER 
OOMITH'S ADVICE 


Glenn D. Smith, head of the 
Ontario Water and Power Com- 
pany, a prominent citizen of the 
west end of the county and -one 


who has given much time and 
energy to conservation of the 
water supply of our mountains, 
was one of the speakers at the 
meeting of the Tri-Counties Re 
forestation Committee at East 
Highlands recently. Mr. Smith’s 
paper carried a timely warning 
as to the careless use of the 
mountains and consequent destruc- 
tion of watershed cover. He spoke 


as follows: 


I am going to tell you a story 
today that I hope will be retold 
by you, and rétold by all that hear 
it. It is the story of the danger 
to the water supply 6f California. 
who are directly occupied 
with the water problem, know the 
danger and the source of that 
danger, but we have not been 
sounding the alarm as we should 
have been, but the time has come 
when we must sound that alarm; 
when :we must cry the warning 
day and night. 

We of Southern California, par- 
ticularly, must ever be watchful 
in the protection of our greatest 
natural resource—water. To some 
it may seem quite sufficient to 
discuss water conditions only with 


the obtaining and the distribu- 


tion of water for irrigation end 


other beneficial uses, but, if we 


are to continue to supply the 
water needed in this part of the 
state, it is necessary that the 
source of our water, the mountain 


areas, be fully protected, and the 


responsibility for that protection 
goes far afield and reaches to 
every man, woman and child that 
goes into our mountains. for re 
creation or other purposes. 

The people of California must 
be taught that the responsibility 
of protecting the brush and tim- 
ber covers of our mountains rests, 
largely, with them, and that they 
must accept that responsibility and 
give their full cooperation to the 
protection of our watersheds if 


mountain areas have a real value 
of from $1,500 to $2,000 per acre. 
Our people must be brought to 
understand that our agriculture, 
our horticulture, our industries, 
wouk? fail but for the water that 
those mountain areas supply. It 
takes 27 acres of watershed to 
furnish water to irrigate one acre 
of land, or to furnish 14 people 
for their domestic and industrial 
uses. 

Can California afford to have 
its watersheds burned over? Wa- 
ter conservation is one of the 
great problems before California 
today. Covering our mountains 
with brush and timber growth is 
nature’s method of water conser- 
vation. This growth, by checking 
the flow of water down the moun- 
tain slopes during our periods of 
rain, permits it to sink into the 
gravels for storage, and it fur- 
nishes shade that prevents heavy 
evaporation of the stored water. 

Man is doing his part in water 
conservation. Storage dams, check 
dams, distributing water over grav- 
els for underground storage, re- 
forestation, are. some of the 
methods used by man for water 
conservation, but these methods 
can only care for those waters 
that during rain periods and under 
normal mountain conditions reach 
the streams and are carried out 
of the mountain areas. But should 
we allow the mountain covers to 
be burned and so destroy nature’s 
facilities of conservation, permit- 
ting a free flow of the water down 
the mountainside, creating flood 
conditions, then man’s efforts at 
conservation will be unavailing. 
How serious is the need, today, of 
conservation? 

Mr. George H. Barnes, president 
of the American Reforestation As- 
sociation, has said that Southern 
California has overdrawn its sub- 
terranean waters by 17 years. I 
have no data to prove that state- 
ment, but I do know that, in this 
section, we have overdrawn our 
subterranean supply by six or 
seven years. We are pumping 
water from lower levels that we 
have ever touched before and our 
situation would have been much 
more serious but for the conserv- 
ation practiced in previous years. 

We hope soon to enter a cycle 
of wet years, and when that comes 
we must more than double our 
past efforts toward underground 
storage, if we ever expect to re-
